RETAIL SALES recovered strongly in April. Although to some 
xtent the increase on a year earlier should be discounted — April 
yst year Was rather subdued and included the quiet post-Easter week — 
the results nevertheless indicate a marked upturn in sales. Much 
if the recovery was concentrated in the durable goods sector where a 
najor influence was the Budget; this came at the beginning of the 
\pril sales period and contained purchase tax reductions which, 
hough modest, ended the uncertainty which had probably led to 
yme postponement of purchases in the preceding weeks. 


The total value of sales in April was 6 per cent. higher than a year 
arlier (which confirms the provisional estimate announced last

month), as against a 2 per cent. increase in March and 3 per cent. in 
February. In the preceding four months — October to January - 
sales had been on average some 5 per cent. higher than a year earlier. 


The significance of the April results is heightened by the fact 
that prices (for the retail trade statistics coverage) were probably 
lightly lower than a year earlier, which suggests that the whole 
of the increase in sales was attributable to a greater volume of trade. 
Inboth February ana March, however, higher prices in relation to a 
year earlier accounted for some two-thirds of the value increase, 
eaving only a small increase in volume. In the four months October 
t0 January about one-third of the increase in sales was probably 
~ enon for by higher prices, leaving a fairly substantial increase in 
volume.

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April Output of Wool Textiles 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in April 
as 19 per cent. more than a year ago, but about half of this increase 
an be attributed to the Easter holidays which fell in April last year. 
Taking March and April together the volume of production was 
Sper cent. more. 


According to figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of 
Statistics, deliveries of woollen and worsted fabrics (excluding 
blankets) during the first four months of 1959 were 5 per cent. less 
than in the same period a year earlier, most of this decrease being of 
yorsted fabrics. ‘Total deliveries of worsted yarn were 5 per cent. 
more, but this masks reduced deliveries of yarns for weaving and 


carpets. 
Production of tops in the period was 15 per cent. more and con- 


gmption of raw wool was 13 per cent. more than in the first four 
months of 1959.

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Provisional Engineering Statistics for March 


PRODUCTION in the engineering and electrical goods industries 
in March is estimated as slightly less than in February, and 8 per cent. 
less than in March 1958. Allowing for the incidence of the Easter 
holidays in March this year (last year Easter fell in April) it appears 
that the improvement compared with a year earlier which began in the 
autumn of 1958, mainly in consequence of the revived demand for 
durable consumer goods, was maintained. There was a further fall 
during March in the volume of orders held in these industries. This 
was all in export orders outstanding; there was no change in home 
market orders. Tne volume of exports of the products of the industries 
in the first quarter was 7 per cent. less than in the corresponding period 
of 1958; this compares with a fall of 4 per cent. between 1957 and 1958, 
and 2 per cent. between the final quarters of those years. Information 
so far available for April indicates that production in that month was 
substantially greater than in April 1958, by more than can reasonably 
be attributed to the varying incidence of Easter. 


The indices in the table below, which cover Order VI of the 
Standard Industrial Classification, and therefore exclude the ship- 
building and marine engineering, vehicles and miscellaneous metal 
goods industries, were defined in an article in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 8, when the latest figures shown referred to February. 
The index of production for February has since been revised upwards 
in the light of further information received. Next month Table 1 of 
that article will be brought up to date and separate indices of produc- 
tion for mechanical and electrical engineering will also be given for 
the first quarter of 1959.

Purchase Tax, Toilet Bags, Hold-alls and 
Similar Articles 


H.M. CUSTOMS AND EXCISE announce that personal bags, hold- 
alls and similar receptacles are within the scope of Group 23 of the 
Purchase ‘Tax Schedule and are commonly chargeable at the rate of 
25 per cent. of their wholesale value under that Group. Any such 
articles which are toilet requisites are however also within the scope 
of Group 31 (a) of the Schedule and are therefore chargeable at the 
rate of 50 per cent. 


After consultation with the trade, the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise have decided that for the future, personal bags, hold-alls 
and simular articles need be considered identifiable as toilet requisites 
chargeable under Group 31 (a) only if they are: 

(1) Bags whose length or whose breadth is less than 12 ins., which 
consist of or are lined with waterproof material (including 
plastic), and which incorporate a drawstring, elastic, or similar 
closure to gather up the neck of the bag; or 


(2) Bags, hold-alls, cases etc. put up for sale under any description 
(e.g. “‘wet-packs’) which indicates that they are for toilet use.

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Amendments to List of Goods Embargoed to Soviet Bloc and China 


FURTHER CHANGES have been made in the list of goods embargoed 
to the Soviet bloc and China published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on August 15, 1958. Previous amendments were contained in the 
Board of Trade Journal for August 22, 1958, and January 2, 1959. 


A number of these changes have already been incorporated in the 
relevant statutory orders. Amendments to the orders to cover the 
other changes will be made as soon as possible and in the meantime 
the Board of Trade will issue licences for those items which are no 
longer embargoed.

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HE BRITISH TRADE FAIR in Lisbon, which was opened in 

brilliant sunshine by the President of the Portuguese Republic 

on May 29 and which will close on June 14, is the biggest 
foreign trade fair ever to have been held in Portugal. Added lustre 
is being given to the Fair by the presence of Princess Margaret in 
Lisbon between June 6 and 12. Amongst many supporting events 
the most notable feature is a full-scale Military Tattoo, the first ever 
to be held in Portugal, in which nearly 1,000 British and Portuguese 
troops will take part. No less than 81 Chairmen and Managing 
Directors of important British companies, 94 other directors and 
134 leading executives are visiting Lisbon during the Fair. All this 
dearly indicates the importance which Britain attaches to the im- 
provement of her trade with her oldest Ally. 


The Paymaster General, Mr. Reginald Maudling, pointed out at 
the opening ceremony that during the last few years for the first 
time in many centuries of friendly trading with Portugal, Great 
Britain has lost her place as the leading supplier of imported goods 
to that country, while she still remains Portugal’s best foreign 
customer. ‘That is one reason why Lisbon was chosen by the Federa- 
tion of British Industries for the latest in the series of fairs which 
their subsidiary British Overseas Fairs Ltd., has organized each year 
since 1953. ‘They have good hopes that the Fair will restore us to the 
position we have lost. The other reason is that Portugal is now 
embarking on her Second Six-year Development Plan, and it was 
felt that this was a suitable opportunity for Britain to offer her the 
kind of goods that will be needed for her economic expansion. 


More than Five Hundred British Firms 


As Mr. W. H. McFadzean, President of the F.B.I., has announced, 
eighteen months’ of intensive work by the F.B.I., by British and 
Portuguese officials and by the British Chamber of Commerce in 
Portugal, have been devoted to the preparations for the Fair. 
Products of over 500 British firms are on display on 140 separate 
stands, covering an area of 11,000 square metres, both inside the 
two magnificent exhibition halls and in the grounds outside. If the 
value of the goods displayed is added to the cost of organizing the 
Fair, the sum total that is being spent on the Fair amounts to over 
{1 million. 


A prominent part is played by engineering and technical products 
ranging from iron and steel, chemicals and plastics, to machinery of 
many kinds, electrical equipment, contractor’s plant, aero-engines 
and shipbuilding. It is in these fields that the United Kingdom 
can make the biggest and most helpful contribution to Portugal’s 
Second Development Plan. A special feature is a British Motor Show 
in which the latest models of passenger and commercial vehicles, 
motorcycles and motor accessories are exhibited. The largest stand 
is that organized by the Council of Industrial Design for the Board 
of ‘Trade, which shows a wide range of consumer goods of contem- 
porary British design elegantly displayed, many of them in room 
settings. ‘The exhibits chosen include a wide variety of modern house- 
hold equipment, suitings and furnishing textiles, toys and articles for 
sport and recreation. Already on the opening day they were drawing 
admiring comments from the visitors. 


During the course of the Fair, there is a substantial programme 
of supporting events of which the Anglo-Portuguese Military Tattoo 
is the most import. Nearly one thousand soldiers are taking part in 
this first Military ‘Tattoo ever to be held in Portugal, which features 
the musical ride of the Portuguese Guarda Nacional Republicana, the 
ancient ceremony of the Changing of the Guard, the Scottish Pipes 
and Highland dancing by men of some of the most famous Scottish 
regiments. Any profits from the ‘Tattoo will be divided equally 
between Portuguese and British service charities. On the opening 
night, the salute will be taken by the President of the Republic, and 
at a later date by Princess Margaret. During the course of 
the Fair, units of the British Fleet, including an aircraft carrier, are 
visiting Lisbon, and a display of formation and acrobatic flying 
was given on June 10 by The Royal Air Force. In addition to all this, 
there is a series of most interesting sporting events, including several 
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British Industry on Show in Lisbon

The crowds on the opening day gave evidence that the imagination 
of the Portuguese public has been captured by the Fair. ‘The fact that 
all the exhibits on one stand were sold by the end of the opening day 
goes to show that it is likely to be a commercial success as well.

Prohibition of Books and Movies in Burmese 


THE Burmese Directorate of Imports and Exports have announced 
that, with immediate effect, no import of the following goods shall be 
made under Open General Licence No. 3 or under any Import 
Licence or Permit except with the prior approval in writing of the 
Director of Imports and Exports: 


(1) Any book printed in a foreign country in any indigenous language of 
the Union of Burma. The expression ‘book’ shall include any volume, 
part or division of a volume, pamphlet, sheet of music, map or plan, 
separately printed or lithographed. 

(2) Movies produced in a foreign country, dubbed, with commentary or 
dialogue in any indigenous language of the Union of Burma or with 
titles in any such language. The expression ‘movies’ shall include 
moving pictures or series of pictures. 


Imports of Cotton Textiles from U.K. 


THE Government of Burma have issued additional import licences 
to the Burmese Joint Venture Corporations for the import of cotton 
textiles from the United Kingdom under the United Kingdom-Burma 
Agreement of January 20, 1959, and from other countries having 
similar agreements with Burma. The new licences permit shipment of 
the textiles up to November 30, 1959. 


The earlier import licences issued under these arrangements, which 
were extended in April to permit shipment up to August 31, 1959, 
have not been further extended.

Suspension of Processing Tax on Palm Oil

on palm oil, palm-kernel oil, fatty acids derived therefrom or salts 
thereof, and combinations or mixtures thereof. ‘The tax, imposed 
under section 4511 (a) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, is 
suspended for the period July 1, 1959, to June 30, 1960.

Surcharge Exemptions on Some Imports 


HER MAJESTY’S Embassy at Asuncion report that, by resolution of 
the Central Bank of Paraguay, the following imports are exempt from 
the exchange surcharge. (See Board of Trade Journal for February 27, 
1959, page 533.) 


(a) Imports effected under ‘the incorporation of private capital deposited 
abroad.’ 
(Note: It is understood that this refers to purchases of capital goods by 
firms or persons in Paraguay who pay for them from their own accounts in 
foreign currency held abroad and that such imports are also exempt from 
the prior deposit normally required).
